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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention claims describe a visiting location register (or VLR) which generates a 
temporary authentication identity applicable only in the cell when a mobile terminal is 
successful authentication for data communication via a wireless telephony network and 
transmits the temporary authentication identity to the mobile terminal and in a wireless 
. local area network (or WLAN) located in the cell receives the temporary authentication 
identity from the wireless telephony network before the mobile terminal associates with 
the access point located in the WLAN and authenticates the mobile terminal by 
matching the temporary authentication identity for data communication via the WLAN. 
The closest prior art, Verma et al. (US 7,065,358) requires receiving in the WLAN from 
the mobile terminal identity previously used by the mobile wireless terminal to access 
the wireless telephony network and forwarding the identity information of the mobile 
wireless terminal to the last accessed serving node. Hence, the instant claims require 
the WLAN receiving the temporary authentication identity from the wireless telephony 
network before the mobile terminal associates the access point.
